Felixstowe  in  recent  years  has  not  shown  any  striking 
changes  in  its  general  characteristics  although  in  some 
respects  there  have  been  small  changes  which  have  not  been 
without  their  effects. 

Light  industry,  not  at  any  time  a prominent  feature, 
has  more  recently  shown  signs  of  expanding.  The  distri- 
butive trades  are  increasing  and  the  Town’s  main  industry 
catering  for  the  needs  of  visitors,  has  also  undergone 
certain  changes  v/ith  the  times. 

Although  summer  visitors  come  to  Felixstowe  in  perhaps 
even  greater  numbers  than  in  previous  years  much  of  the 
increase  appears  to  be  accounted  for  by  day-trippers  who 
at  the  height  of  the  season  fill  to  capacity  the  amenities 
on  the  sea  front. 

POPULATION 


During  1958  the  population  as  recorded  by  the  Registrar 
General  showed  a small  increase  to  I5568O0  I feel  certain 
this  figure  is  on  the  low  side  as  we  have  as  part  of  the 
resident  community  a large  number  of  American  Air  Force 
families  who  may  not  be  included  in  this  estimate.  The 
trend  of  population  displays  a gradual  rise  as  might  be 
expected. 

BIRTHS  & DEATHS 


The  birth  rate  maintains  its  high  level  while  the  still 
birth  rate  remains  comparable  with  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths  were  207  in  1958  as  compared  with  175  in  the 
previous  year. 

No  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  were  recorded  while 
the  most  prevalent  cause  of  mortality  was  again  the  group 
of  diseases  associated  with  the  heart  and  circulatory  system. 

Cancer  as  a cause  of  death  showed  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year.  The  number  involved,  however,  is  rather 
too  small  to  determine  whether  this  is  merely  a normal 
fluctuation  or  a true  increase  in  prevalence. 
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Deaths  of  children  under  1 year  were  8 compared  with  10 
'in  the  previous  yearo  Of  these  half  were  under  the  age  of  4 
weeks . 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Statutory  notifications  of  infectious  disease  cer-o  ncgligahlo  d’^^lng 
1958  totaOkliig  only  5 cases,  all  of  the  usual  childisn  infections. 
Twelve  fresh  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  compares  well  with 
17  in  1957«  The  total  numbers  of  cases  on  the  Register  fell 
during  the  year  by  3* 


HOUSING 


Housing  in  Felixstowe  is  still  a question  of  quantity.  Since 
the  war  up  to  the  end  of  I958  there  were  JSO  council  houses  erected 
in  Felixstowe  and  the  demand  still  remains. 

Most  of  the  housing  accommodation  is  of  fairly  modern  type  and 
apart  from  isolated  cases,  slums  as  such  do  not  exist,  although 
there  is  a certain  amount  of  property  of  shoddy  construction  and 
poor  maintenance  which  requires  to  be  kept  under  observation. 


Overcrowding  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  is  rare, 
but  during  the  holiday  season,  when  the  population  of  the  town  in- 
creases to  something  like  twice  the  normal  there  must  be  a severe 
temptation  to  overcrov/d  although  very  fev/  cases  are  reported.

holiday  accommodation  is  becoming 
increasingly  popular  and  indeed  has  much  to  recommend  it^i  All  the 
indications  suggest  that  this  popularitjr  will  continue  to  increase 
in  the  future.  A considerable  renponsibility  however,  is  placed 
on  the  Local  Authority  to  ensure  that  the  highest  standard  of  hygiene 
and  generavl  amenity  is  maintained  on  the  sites.  In  general  holiday 
caravanners  are  very  appreciative  of  a clean  and  well  ordered 
site  and  every  encouragement  should  be  given  to  site  owners  to 
install  and  maintain  all  the  necessary  facilities.

91  notices  v^ere  served,  88  informal  and  3 statutory. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  source  of  the  Felixstowe  and  District  Company’s  water  supply 
is  a deep  well  at  Rushmere  to  which  was  added  in  1938  additional  supplies 
from  the  Nev/hourn  stream  and  the  Mill  River,  Bucklesham.  Water  treatment 
at  Bucklesham  consists  of  precipitation  by  alurnino-ferric  and  rapid  filtration 
through  sand  gravity  filters.  Chlorination  follows  at  a rate  of  one  part  per 
million  much  of  which  fades  out  before  it  reaches  the  consumer.  The  average 
residual  chlorine  at  a supply  tap  in  the  district  is  adequate  at  0.1  part  per 
million.  The  addition  of  river  water  does  not  appreciably  soften  the  supply 
which  is  fairly  hard  at  about  220  parts  per  million  total  hardness,  permanent 
hardness  80.  Felixstowe  consumes  about  450 9 000  gallons  per  day  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  year  rising,  at  the  height  of  the  season,  to  about  800,000 
gallons  per  day.  A storage  reservoir  to  hold  one  peak  day’s  supply  of  treated 
water  is  shortly  to  be  constructed  neai  the  water  tower  at  Sprites  Hall  Lane. 

Only  one  house  within  reach  of  the  water  mains  (but  about  100  yds  av/ay) 
remains  unconnected  and  still  depends  on  a shallow  well.  Six  houses  at 
Felixstowe  Ferry  previously  supplied  from  a coiwion  well  wore  connected  this 
year.  One  block  of  offices,  formerly  a hotel,  is  connected  only  for  fire 
protection  purpose.  There  are  a number  of  houses,  mostly  farm  properties, 
supplied  by  private  bores.  Thirteen  houses  remain  supplied  by  shallow  wells 
where  no  other  supply  is  available.  There  are  thirteen  houses  v\^here  mains  water 
is  not  piped  into  the  houses  but  is  drawn  from  v/ash  house  taps  or  standpipes. 

The  To\to  supply  has  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  purity. 

Samples  are  sent  by  the  V/ater  Company  every  fortnight  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  four  check  samples  per  year  are  taken  by  this  department.

This  sample  is  reasonably  clear  and  bright  in  appearance  5 just  on  the 
alkalj.ne  side  of  neutrality  and  free  from  metals  apart  from  a negligible  trace 
of  iron.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not  unduly  so  5 it  contains  no  excess  i 
of  mineral  constituents  in  solution  and  it  is  of  very  satisfactory  organic 
quality. 


From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis  these  results  are  indicative  of 
a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.

RENT  ACT  1957 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  6th  July  1957  • I't  makes  lawful  ?- 

(a)  Increases  of  rent  of  houses  v/ith  a rateable  value  of  up  to 
£30  subject  to  the  premises  being  put  in  good  repair. 

(b)  Decontrol  of  houses  above  a rateable  value  of  £30. 

The  effects  of  this  Act  hei-e  have  beens- 

Houses  remaining  in  control c Many  that  have  become  dilapidated  are  being 
put  in  good  repair  for  the  first  time  for  many  years.  In  the  main  tenants 
have  accepted  some  increase  of  rent  as  reasonable  in  the  changed  standard 
of  money  values  so  long  as  they  have  continued  security  of  tenure. 

Decontrolled  houses.  Some  tenants  of  those  have  suffered  hardship  through 
rent  increases  and  a number  have  been  given  notice  to  quit.  Both  classes  01 


case  have  resulted  in  applications  for  Council  houses  hut  fewer  this  year  than  last* 

The  passing  of  the  Act  has  resulted  in  a great  many  requests  for  information 
and  advice  eome  of  which  were  dealt  with  in  this  department  and  others  by  the 
Clerk  s department o In  general^  landlords  and  tenants  seem  to  have  agreed  very 
well  about  repairs  and  requests  for  certificates  of  disrepair  have  so  far  been 
fewer  than  was  expected  when  the  Act  first  came  into  force*  A number  of  tenants 
continue  to  pay  the  increased  rent  though  no  undertaking  to  repair  the  house 
has  been  given  by  the  landlord  and  also  in  some  cases  where  the  undertaking  has 
been  given  but  the  repairs  not  carried  out*  The  details  of  action  taken  under  the

IWROVMCTT  GRANTS 


The  Housing  Act  1954  authorised  financial  assistance  to  be  given  to  pro- 
perty owners  for  the  provision  of  hot  water  system,  bathroom,  internal  W,C*  and 

certain  other  improvements  (not  repairs)  in  order  to  bring  houses  up  to  a modern 
standard  of  amenity. 

The  method  adopted  here  is  that  all  inquiries  are  first  made  to  the  Public 
Health  Lepartment.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  makes  an  inspection  and  gives 
information  and  advice  to  enable  a preliminary  application  to  be  made  setting  out 
the  proposed  improvements  in  outline.  If  the  Housing  Committee  approve  this, 
the ^ applicant  puts  forward  a detailed  scheme  with  plan,  estimates  and  specifi- 
cations for  the  Committee’s  final  decision.  The  application  is  then  passed  to 
the  Surveyor  who  checks  the  estimates  and  supervises  the  work  in  progress.  This 
method  saves  the  applicant  the  trouble  and  expense  of  preparing  a detailed  scheme 
in  the  first  place  which  might  be  rejected  by  the  Committee* 

Applications  for  improvement  grants  for  I8  houses  were  received  during  the 
year.  Twelve  were  granted  including  some  carried  over  from  last  year.  Two  were

On  the  1st  August  1953  the  Council  accepted  delegation  of  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  County  Council  under  the  above  Act  and  arc  now  responsible 
for  lighting,  heating,  ventilation,  sanitary  accommodation  provision  of 
washing  facilities  and  for  the  taking  of  meals  in  shops*

Seven  of  the  above  are  holiday  camping  sites  accommodating  7 - 1^5 
caravans*  All  sites  have  town’s  water  available  and  all  have  water  closet 
sanitation,  except  two  at  the  Ferry  which  is  unsev/ered*  These  have  chemical 
closets  emptied  by  the  Council  three  times  per  week  at  the  height  of  the 
season*  These  sites  were  all  well  conducted  during  the  year  and  were  not  the 
subject  of  complaint  at  any  time. 

There  is  a growing  tendency  to  park  caravans  for  short  periods  on  un- 
licensed sites.  This  might  become  a problem  especially  at  the  Perry.  The 
law  at  present  gives  Local  Authorities  no  rational  control  over  summer  camping 
and  caravanning  and  needs  to  be  brought  into  line  with  modern  developements 
of  these  popular  activities*

Rat  and  Mice  Destruction 


Our  present  arrangements  for  rat  destruction  are  that  we  give  free 
treatment  to  private  houses  and  charge  for  business  premises#  Vfe  receive 
from  the  Ministry  5^^  of  the  expenditure  incurred  in  this  service  including 
time  spent  on  surveys  and  inspections.  It  is  obligatory  for  the  occupier 
of  any  premises  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  v/hen  it  comes  to  his  know- 
ledge that  rats  and  mice  are  living  on  or  resorting  to  his  land  in  substan- 
tial numbers.  The  Government  grant  ceases  this  year. 

The  result  of  a survey  of  all  farm  lands,  14  in  number  in  the  district 
is  as  follov/s§- 

The  rat  population  increased  this  year  possibly  due  to  the  very  wet 
season  causing  much  undergrowth.  Also  some  corn  was  left  uncut  on  marsh 
land  owing  to  boggy  conditions  of  land.  This  uncut  corn  provided  food 
for  rats.
